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At  the  time  of  the  publication  of  oui-  last  issue 
the  ('olle};e  had  opened  its  financial  campaign 
amonji'  the  Alnnmi  to  erect  a  memorial  to  our 
War  dead.  The  ()i)enino  weeks  were  hap[»y  ones 
indeed,  and  it  appeared  that  we  would  be  able  to 
obtain  our  goal  in  the  appointed  time.  However, 
summer  mouths  and  vacations  have  slowed  down 
the  tempo  and  today  we  are  much  behind  our 
schedule.  IClsewhere  in  this  issue  is  the  report 
of  the  Fund  Office.  The  i)icture  is  at  once  en- 
couraging and  challenging.  It  is  encouraging 
from  the  angle  of  those  who  have  contributed  to 
our  cause;  it  is  a  challenge  when  we  face  the  fact 
that  a  very  small  number  have  made  any  con- 
tribution. We  are  most  grateful  to  those  who 
have  answered  our  appeal,  to  those  who  have 
labored  to  increase  the  number  of  contributors, 
and  to  those  who  have  pledged  support  in  the 
months  to  come.  And  we  urge  all  our  former 
students  to  rally  to  our  appeal  and  make  it  pos- 
sible to  go  ahea<l  with  our  i>lans  for  a  fitting 
memorial  here  on  the  campus. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Heights  has 
been  the  scene  of  great  activity.  (AVe  conducted 
the  largest  Summer  Session  in  the  history  of  the 
(.'ollege,  welcoming  back  many  of  our  former 
students  who  were  anxious  to  hasten  the  day 
when  they  could  go  forth  as  graduates.  The 
alterations  and  expansions  throughout  the  cam- 
l)us  will  be  hailed,  I  am  sure,  as  steps  in  the  right 
direction.  On  Freshman  Field  we  have  erected 
four  temporary  buildings,  one  for  classroom  pur- 
poses and  three  for  living  quarters.  Boston 
College  will  have  its  first  resident  students  this 
year.  All  veterans,  they  will  live  in  single  or 
double  rooms  and  take  their  meals  in  the  new 
dining  hall  in  the  Tower  Building.  It  is  a  start, 
.  and.  we  hope,  the  first  step  in  the  way  of  making 
our  Alma  Mater  a  resident  college  for  those  who 
will  wish  to  live  here. 

Further  alterations  to  O'Connell  Hall  and  the 
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former  Museum  will  allow  the  Business  School 
to  enroll  many  more  students. 

The  increase  in  enrollment,  the  greatest  Bos- 
ton College  has  ever  witnessed,  has  put  a  very 
heavy  tax  on  our  facilities,  and  we  have  been 
forced  to  limit  the  student  body.  The  day  has 
been  lengthened,  classrooms  crowded  and  sched- 
ules dove-tailed  in  efforts  to  welcome  more.  But 
there  must  be  a  limit.  T  must  ask  the  patience 
and  understanding  of  our  Alumni  and  the  co- 
operation of  all  in  this  matter.  Officials  in  all 
our  schools  have  the  same  idea,  to  receive  all 
students  who  are  qualified.  We  cannot  accept 
at  the  last  minute  men  who  have  not  applied  at 
the  proper  time,  men  who  have  not  gone  through 
our  entrance  examinations,  men  who  do  not 
measure  up  to  our  standards.  I  can  assure  you 
of  this,  that  much  time  and  thought  has  been 
given  the  matter  and  the  system  which  we  have 
decided  upon  is  the  best  to  assure  all  our  a])])li- 
cants  a  just  and  even  oi)portunity  to  fulfill  fheii- 
ambitions  at  Boston  College. 

To  aid  further  those  who  wish  to  come  to  us, 
we  shall  open  another  freshman  class  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1047.  The  applications  for  this  class  will 
close  on  November  1st  and  the  entrance  exam- 
inations will  be  conducted  early  in  December.  It 
is  imperative  that  you  bring  this  to  the  attention 
of  young  men  thinking  of  Boston  College,  to  give 
them  ample  time  to  make  the  proper  application 
and  prepare  for  the  examinations. 

Let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  of 
you  who  have  been  so  helpful  in  our  programs  of 
alterations  and  expansion.  Much  has  been  ac- 
complished by  the  work  of  our  Alumni.  But 
much  more  can  be  done  if  we  can  rely  on  the 
whole-hearted  co-operation  of  all.  Let  me  thank, 
too,  the  retiring  Alumni  Board  for  their  efforts 
in  our  behalf  when  the  work  was  anything  but 
inviting.  And,  finally,  let  me  wish  the  new 
Board  every  blessing  and  success  in  their  en- 
deavors for  Boston  College. 


ON  THE  HEIGHTS 

Another  academic  year  began  this  month  with 
an  enrollment  of  over  2700  students  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  Business 
School.  Over  1000  students  registered  in  the 
Freshman  class.  Last  year  at  the  same  time  the 
total  enrollment  was  800.  Every  square  inch  is 
occupied  and  the  walls  are  simply  bulging.  The 
Faculty  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
( 'oUege. 

The  Business  School  has  returned  to  Cardinal 
O'Connell  Hall  on  Hammond  Street.  Too  small 
for  the  750  students  enrolled,  classes  are  also 
conducted  in  the  nearby  Museum  and  in  a  tem- 
porarv  buiding  on  Freshman  Field. 

For  the  first  time  dormitory  students  were 
admitted,  made  possible  by  the  erection  of  tem- 
porary buildings  on  Freshman  Field  near  the 
Beacon  Street  entrance  to  the  campus.  There 
are  four  buildings,  one  for  three  classrooms  and 
the  other  three  for  dormitories,  housing  approxi- 
mately 180  students.  Most  of  the  rooms  in  the 
dorms  accommodate  two  students  each,  while 
some  are  singles. 

The  cafeteria  has  been  redecorated  throughout 
and  a  new  lighting  sj-stem  and  equipment  has 
been  installed.  The  room  nearer  Alumni  Field  has 
been  done  over  in  knotty  pine  and  pastel  green 
and  will  be  reserved  for  the  boarding  students. 

COMMENCEMENT 

At  the  70tli  Commencement  exercises  held 
June  12,  126  degrees  were  conferred  by  the  Presi- 
dent, ^>ry  Rev.  William  L.  Keleher,  S.J.,  on  the 
graduates  of  all  the  schools  of  the  University. 
There  were  only  88  graduates  from  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  Business  School. 

Archbisho})  Cushing  presided  at  the  exercises. 
Edmund  W.  Flynn,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Supreme  Court,  addressed  the  graduates 
after  receiving  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws.  Also  receiving  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Laws  was  Very  Rev.  John  Francis  Hurley,  S.J., 
Superior  of  the  Jesuit  Missions  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  Robert  Ferdinand  Wagner,  U.  S. 
Senator  from  New  York.  The  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Science  was  conferred  on  Hugh  Stott 
Taylor,  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School,  Princeton 
University.

Wlien  has  an  Eastern  college  ever  given  to  the 
sports  pnblic  a  schedule  such  as  the  Eagles  have 
listed  for  194(5?  In  the  64  years  of  B.  C.  football 
never  has  more  than  one  Bowl  team  come  to 
Boston  in  a  season.  Yet  now  Alabama,  Rose 
Bowl  champion ;  Tennessee,  Sugar  Bowl  contest- 
ant; and  Holy  Cross,  Orange  Bowl  loser  only  by 
an  eyelash,  meet  the  Maroon  and  Gold  on  con- 
secutive Saturdays ! 

Practice  began  early  in  August  for  the  stal- 
warts of  the  1946  Eagles,  for  in  starting  formal 
football  anew,  the  Eagles  had  an  almost  prohibi- 
tive task.  Informal  football  was  successful — the 
record  compiled  by  the  undermanned  civilian 
squad  was  splendid,  and  the  Eagles  gave  excel- 
lent accounts  of  themselves  wherever  they  were 
])itted  against  civilian  clubs.  However,  now  that 
the  war  is  over,  and  all  teams  play  on  a  more 
equal  basis.  Big  Time  football  is  back  every- 
where. The  Eagles  play  nine  games  .  .  .  every  one 
of  them  is  a  major  contest.  There  are  no  breath- 
ers, and  B.  C.  should  play  to  a  capacity  crowd 
each  game. 

Wake  Forest,  which  opens  the  season  on  Sep- 
tember 27,  was  one  of  the  very  best  clubs  to 
face  the  Eagles  in  '41.  Already  the  Governor  of 
^'Carolina  is  touting  his  boys  as  Rose  Bowl  con- 
tenders. Michigan  State,  rivals  of  a  decade  ago, 
is  host  to  the  Eagles  at  Lansing  on  October  ;">. 
Russ  Ivcader  is  the  Spartan  star,  but  the  1942 
club  that  defeated  Great  Lakes  sends  eight  men 
back  to  college.  Kings  Point,  the  team  that  de- 
feated the  Maroon  in  the  best  B.  C  game  of  '45, 
is  loaded  with  material  and  has  a  great  coach, 
Reinlander.  Villanova  poured  it  on  B.  C.  at  Phil- 
adelphia last  year ;  B.  C.  hopes  to  turn  the  tables 
at  Boston,  New  York  U.  is  met  in  New  York. 
Tom  Cappozoli,  last  season's  Fenway  star,  is 
only  one  of  the  fast  group  of  returning  veterans 
that  made  football  history  for  the  Molet  before 
the  war.  Georgetown  is  always  a  deadly  rival  of 
the  Eagles.  Then  comes  Tennes.see — Sugar  Bowl 
rivals  of  the  Maroon;  then  Alabama,  already 
rated  as  the  Number  One  team  of  1946.  Only  one 
man  is  missing  from  the  Rose  Bowl  champions 
as  Frank  Thomas  leads  his  sixteenth  Alabama 
eleven  into  action.  Mancha,  Ail-American  center 
^nd  best  lineman  in  the  South,  and  Harry  Gilmer 
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are  but  two  who  Avill  test  the  Eagles.  Then  comes 
the  all-important  clash  with  Holy  Cross  after 
only  six  days'  rest. 

What  has  B.  C.  to  offer  in  order  to  stop  these 
powerhouses?  Of  the  pre-war  Eagle  line  there 
are  Lipka  and  Degan  at  the  ends;  Furey,  Sisti 
and  Kissell  at  the  tackles;  Darone,  Palladino, 
King,  Gianelli,  Murray  and  Quinn  at  the  guards, 
and  Twomey  and  Zissis  in  the  center.  A  few  of 
the  backs  are  Mangene,  Lanoue,  Bi-ennan,  Kil- 
lilea.

There  are  no  long 
registrations,  no  examinations  and  no  academic 
credits.  It  is  just  learning  for  the  fun  of  it  and 
to  avoid  getting  into  a  mental  rut.  You  can  have 
an  enjoyable  worthwhile  evening  that  will  help 
you  to  form  an  intelligent  Catholic  opinion  on  a 
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number  of  modern  problems.  As  for  cost,  the  fee 
is  nominal,  five  dollars  for  a  course  of  seven 
evenings.
